We, the Local Goyermnent Board for Ireland, .submit to 
your Excellency this our Tenth Annual Report under the statute 
33 iSi 36 Vic., cap. 69, entitled “The Local Government Board 
(Ireland) Act, 1S72,” relating to our proceedings up to the 31st 
March, 1SS2. 



1. We submit, in the firat place, in continuation of similar 
returns in previous Annual Reports, a suinmary of weekly returns 
of persons relieved, in the workhouse and out of the workhouse, 
for fifty-two weeks from the week ended 12th February, 1881, to 
the week ended Hh February, 1882, both inclusive; and we give, 
in illustration of those and previous returns, the two indoor and 
outdoor diagrams,* so <os to afford a comparison of the flnctual ums 
which have occurred in each year for the laat .seven years.

B. Tn our Report for 1881 we noticed the fluctuation in the 
number of persons who received relief in the five previous years. 

The number had been increasing in each successive year since 
1877, and reached the maximum in the year ended February, 1881, 
when the average daily number of persons relieved in the Work- 
houses during the year amounted to 53,7!)(i, and the average daily 
number on Out-door relief to 00,883; but we are glad now to be 
able to report a change in the other direction, the avera,ge daily 
number of Workhouse inmates in the last year, ended Februarj', 
1882, having been less by 1,024 than in the previous ycai’, and the 
average dailj' niimbei- on Out-door relief having diminished by G87. 

4. In our two last Annual Reports we inferred to the proceed- 
ings of our Board, and of Boards of Guardians, in carrying out the 
measures that had been adopted to meet the exceptional distress 
which had prevailed in parts of Ireland since the winter of 
1879-80, and we are now in a position to state, with much satis- 
faction, that all those temporary measures have ceased to he 
necessary, and that the inlief admini.stercd in the oi-dinaiy 
manner has been found .sufficient to meet the want.s of the poor 
during the past winter. 

5. The power to authorize exceptional Out-door relief under 
the Relief of Distress Act expired on the 1st of March, 18Hl, 
(except ill the cases of the families of persons detained under the 
provisions of the Protection of Person and Property Act), and 
Out-door lelief to the able-bodied classes may now he given 
in any Union only when the Workhonse is full, or when it 
i.s unfit for the reception of poor persons hy reason of fever 
or infectious disease. Wo felt it right to make an order, in 
the month of March last, under sec. 2 of the Act 10 Vic., 
cap. 31, authorizing such relief in the Waterford Union, 
where there was a serious outbreak of small-pox, and our 
In.spector reported that almost every department of the Work- 
■*''^’''s?,iV^t7i,ftScfHj|i5ftR,>YiflAidftsiralTfev,ioDpMdKwign5itkeiTi’®'valencc of 
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fevev and small-pox ; but it has not been necessary to adopt that 
course during the past winter in any other Union in Ireland. 

<5. The resources of the Guardians <ierived from the Poor Rates 
were in some few Unions inadecpiate to meet the expenditure 
oi the year 1881, and to pay otf the debts incurred during the 
tv.’o ]n'evious years, and we therefore felt it necessary to take ad- 
vantage of the provisions of the Relief of Distre.ss Amendment 
Act, 1 880, and the Local Government Board Amendment Act, 1 SS 1, 
and to recommend grants to certain Unions in aid of the rato.s. 
The grants made .since the date of our last Report amounted to 
£l7,li()4 6.S. 8(1, and a return containing the names of the Unions 
so assisted, and the amount granted in each case, will he found 
in the Appendix. 

7. We reported to your Excellency in ISSl, that we had found 
it necessaiy to dissolve the Boards of Guardians in throe Union, «, 
viz., Belmullet, Swineford, and Newport, and to appoint paid 
officers to carry into execution tire provisions of the Poor Law- 
Acts. In all these Unions the Yice-Guardian,s have now ceased 
to act, and the Boards of Guardians -ivere i-einstated at the time 
of the annual election of Guardians, last month. 

8. With reference to the repayment of Loans under the Seed 
Supply Act, we pointed out in our former report, that, acting 
under the authority of the 1 Ith Section of the Relief of Distress 
Amendment Act, we authorized the postponement of the Seed 
Rate for one year in the whole of forty Union-s and in parte of 
tw'enty-eight others. The Local Government Board Amendment 
Act, 1881, enabled ua to accord further indulgence to Boards of 
Guardians in regard to the repayment of the Seed loans, and we 
rverc empowered to divide into two parts each Seed rate which 
liad not then been made. We -were thus in a position -whera no 
Seed rate had yet been made to allow the debt to be collected by 
four annual instalments, and -where one Seed rate had been 
made to allow the balance of the debt to be collected by two 
annual instalments, and we accordingly authorized the Guardians 
of 107 Unions to divide the Seed rates in the manner described. 

Tlie amount payable to the Treasury by Board.s of Guardians 
on the 1st of August last, in respect of the first instalment of the 
debt, rvas £138,299, and wo find that £123,121 was paid to the 
Commissioners of Public Works up to the 1st instant, and that 
the balance due is gradually diminishing. 

9. We now continue the series of recent statistics by repeating 
-with one additional year the table showing the number of persons 
assisted by Boards o-f Guardians to emigrate, and the cost incurred 
for that purpose in each year, that is to say, for now thirty-two 
years past, ended on the 25th of ilarch. The highest figure in 
this series was 4,38G in 1852 ; whereas we find in the year 1878 
only 148 persons were assisted to emigrate. But in the year ended 
25th March, 1879, there was an increase of 96 in the numbera, 
and of £212 16s. 8 cZ. in the expenditure over the previous year ; 
in the year ended 2-5th March, 1880, there was an additional in- 
crease of 48 in the numbers, and of £170 3,s-. lOtL in the expendi- 
ture; in the year ended 26th March, 1881. there was a further 
increase of 1,022 in the nunrbers, and of £2,761 10s. lid., in the 
expenditure; and in the year ended 23th March, 1882, there has 
been an increase of 148 in the numbers, and of £728 Cs. 2ct., in 
the expenditure over the year ended March, 1881.

It will be observed from tlie above tliat a decrease of C,0Oi has 
taken lolace in tbe total number admitted in sickness duriut; the 
year, the decrease in the number suffering from fever ami other 
dangerous contagious diseases having been 1,806, but that there 
was an increase of 2,934 in the number admitted who were not 
sick.

The total number of deaths in the workhouses in the fifty-two 
weeks comprised in the Table has been 11,247. In the corre- 
sponding Table in the last Annual Report the total number of 
deaths tvas 12,940 ; so that there has been a decrease of 1,693 
deaths, as compared with the number hvst year.

Henca it will 1)3 saea tliat while the total expcnditpe of Poor 
Hates, for all purposes, viz. : relief, medical relief, biirial-grouads 
registration of births, deaths, and marriages, sanitary measures, 
expenses under Superannuation Acts, payments under Cattle 
Disease (Animals) Acts, and under National School Teaohei-s Act, 
was, in 18S0, £1,187,248, making a poundage of Is. S|fZ. on the 
valuation, the expenditure in ISSl for those purposes was 
£1,251,017, being au increase in the total expenditure of£(54,369, 
and making a poundage of the expenditure on the valuation of 
Is. ojd. 

The current Sanitary Expenditure for the year was £48,918, 
in comparison with £51,927 in the previous year. 



Medical CHARniES Act, and Tacctn-ation Acts. 

18. 'We next submit to your Excellency the report of our pro- 
ceedings under these Acts of Parliament for the year ended 30th 
September, 1S81. 

The annexed table exhibits, in the nsual form, the progress and 
fluctuation, s of the medical relief aftbrded under the Medical 
Charities Act, for each year of the twelve years ended 30th 
September, 1881, in each province, and for the whole of Ireland. 

The cases are distinguished, as usual, into those pi'escribed for 
at the Dispensaries, and those attended at the patients’ houses, 
each class of oases occupying a separate coiumn. 

In Ulster there has been a decrease of 10,087 cases proscribed 
for at the Dispensaries, and a decrease of 5,3,57 of those attended 
at their own houses. 

In Munster there has been a decrease of 17,239 oases prescribed 
for at the Dispensaiues, and of 7,797 of those attended at theii’ own 
houses. 

In Leinster there lias been a decrease of 20,299 oases prescribed 
for at the Dispensaries, and a decrease of 0,896 of those attended 
at their own houses. 

In Connaught there has been a decrease of 0,634 eases pre- 
scribed for at the Dispensaries, and a decrease of 2,609 of those 
attended at then.' own houses. 

The last three columns in the Table show a decrease of 76,918 
cases for all Ireland, including both classes, as compared with 
previous year. 

It will be seen by the particulars in our annual Report for 
1881, that there had been a net increase of 37,15.5, in the number 
of cases throughout Ireland in 1880, as compared with the pre- 
vious year, and it is satisfactory to observe that there wsvs a 
marked decrea.se in the cases for the year 1881.

Provisional Orders, Sc. 

25: Since the date of our last Report vre have issued tlie foUow- 
ing' provisional Orders ; — 

A provisional Oi-der, dated 2nd May, 1881, allowing the 
Guardians of the Poor of Cork union, as the Rural Sanitary 
Authority, to put in force the powers of the Lands Clauses Acts, 
with respect to the purchase and taking of lands, otherwise than 
by agreement, with respect to certain lands required for a 
supply of water for little Island. 

A provisional Order, dated 9th May, 1881, enabling the 
Guardians of the Poor of Bandon union, as the Rm'al Sanitary 
Authority, to put in force the provisions of the Lands Clauses 
Acts, with respect to the purchase and taldng of lands, otherwise 
than by agreement, with respect to certain lands required for 
waterworks, for the purpose of supplying the town of Bandon 
with water. 

A provisional Order, dated 11th May, 1881, authorising the 
Town Commissioners of Bangor being the Urban Sanitary 
Authority, to put in force the powers of the Lands Clauses Acts, 
with respect to the purchase and taking of lands, otherwise than 
by agreement, in reference to certain lands and premises required 
for waterworks for the purpose of supplying the urban sanitary 
district with water, 

A proviisional Order, dated 13th May, 1881, empowering the 
Guardians of the Poor of Rath down union, as the Rural Sanitary 
Authority, to put in force the powers of the Lands Clauso.s Acts, 
-with respect to the purchase and taking of lands, otherwise than 
hy agreement, with reference to certain lands required for the 
pirrpose of works for supplying the town of Enniskerry with 
water. 

A provisional Order, dated 14th May, 1881, authorising the 
Guardians of the Poor of Belmullet union, as the Rural Sanitary 
Authority, to put in force the powers of the Lands Clauses Acts, 
with respect to the purchase and -taking of land.s, otherwise than 
by agreement, in reference to certain lands and premises required 
for waterworks for the purpose of supplying the town of Belmullet 
with wate'\ 

A provisionaT Order, dated 17th May, 1881, empowering the 
Town Commissioners of Ballymena, being the Urban Sanitary 
Authority,^ to put in force the powers of the Lands Clauses Acts, 
witli respect to the purchase and taking of lands, otherwise tbau 
by agreement, with reference to certain lands required for the 
purpose of. works,for supplying the Ballymena sanitary district 
with wate’- for drinking and domestic purposes. 
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A provisional Order, dated 24th February, 1882, separating 
the tow of Letterkenny from the rural sanitary district, con- 
sisting of the Letterkenny poor law union, and constituting it an 
urban sanitary district. 

A provisional Order, dated the 22nd Jlaroh, 1882, empowering 
the Town Commissioners of Fermoy, being the Urban Sanitary 
Authority of the urban sanitary district consisting of the towTi 
of Fermoy, to put in force the powers of the Lands Clauses Acts, 
with respect to the purchase and taking of lands, otherwise than 
by agreement, with reference to cex-tain lands, land.s covered with 
water, and right to take and convey water required for the pur- 
pose of constructing works for the purpose of supplying the 
district with water. 

We approved of the adoption of the provisions of the Town.s 
Improvement (L'eland) Act, 1854, in the town of MaUow, on the 
11th August, 1881, and fixed the number of Commissioners to be 
elected at twenty-one. 

We also approved of the adoption of sections 38 and 39 of tho 
Towns Improvement Act in the borough of Waterford on the 
17th August, 1881. [The laying out of streets and precautions as 
to ruinous buildings.] 

In the following cases we have received petitions for pro- 
visional Orders, but the proceedings preparatory to the issue of 
the Orders have not yet terminated.

subsequent paragraphs of the last annual Report, in which details 
were given of the operations in regai-d to sewerage and water- 
supply, under the provisions of the Public Health Act, 1878, in 
continuation of the detail of proceedings under the Act of 1874. 

The extent of the operations relating to sewerage and water- 
supply is still in some degree measured in Rural Districts hy the 
number of the Order, s under seal, fixing the area of charge for 
each such operation, together with the loan.s borrowed for these 
purposes through the Public Works Commissionera. 

In the year 1875-76 the number of such Orders was 79 ; in 
1876-77 it was 89; in 1877-78 it was 122; in 1878-79 it was 
117; in 1879-80 it was 12C;'andin 1880-1 103, From 25th March, 
1881, to the 25th March, 1882, the number of additional Orders of 
Charge has been 79, issued to 58 different Unions. 

On the whole, therefore, 715 Orders, fixing areas of cliarge for 
sewerage or water-supply, or both, have been issued dui-ing the 
last seven years. 

These Orders have been applied for hy 157 different Boards 
of Guardians out of 1 63 acting for Rm-al Sanitary Districts. 

The umnhor of Rural Sauitaiy Districts in which no .such 
Orders have been issued is now reduced from S to 6, viz., the 
Unions of Ballymena, Castlehlayney, Dundalk, Dunfanaghy, 
Londonderry, and Oughterard. 

The preceding statements relate to Rm-al Sanitary Districts 
only. Orders fixing areas of cliarge not being applicable to Urban 
Sanitm-y Dnsti-icts, inasmuch as in such districts all sanitary 
expense,? are chargeable upon funds levied from the whole 
district. 

27. In both Urban and Rural Sanitary Districts a considerable 
part of the expenditure on sewerage and water-supply is carried 
out hy means of loans which, on recommendation from the Local 
Government Board, are issued to the Sanitary Authority in each 
case hy the Public Works Commissioners for Ireland. 

In the year ended 31st March, 1876, loans were so recommended 
to the extent of £37,584 ; in the foUowing yeai to the further 
ainount of £41,085 ; in the year, ended 81st Maich, 1878, to the 
amount of £62,056 ; in the year ended 31st Maich, 1879, to the 
amount of £124,454; in the year ended 31st March, 1880, to 
£-292,824 ; in the year ended 31st March, 1881, £199,252, making 
- a total of £757)256, in the course of the six years.

Tlie total amount of the loans included in the above list is 
£202,374, which., added to the previous buids, oonstitutes a total 
of £939,629, for the seven years in question. 

This expenditure, which is inclopendent of disbursements from 
the current rates for the same purposes, relates mamly to the cost 
of structural works for water-supply and sewerage. 

The amount of sanitary expenditure in Rural Sanitary Districts 
amounted in the year ended 29th September, 1881, to £48,918, 
in comparison with £51,927 in the preceding year. 

Aetisans and Labouebes’ Dwellings Improvement Act, 1876. 

28. In paragraph 34 of the Report for 1881, an account is given 
in continuation of previous accounts, of the steps which had been 
taken in Belfast, Dublin, and Cerk, under the Artisans Dwellings 
Act up to that time. ■ t i j 

The Act is legaUy applicable to only five places m li-eland, 
naniGly, Dublin, Beliiist, Coi'k, Limerick, and LondoudeiTy. ^ 
We'have obtained the following information respecting these 
.projeetB in course of being carried out from the officers oi the 
following Local Authorities : — 

Dublin.— Pltjnket-street Area. 

The survey and valuation of the interests included in the 
having been completed, the oomnuttee gave i^ructions to thp 
valuators to enter into communication with the different parties 
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whoso interests are aifected by the scheme, with a view to award- 
ing by private agreement, fair and reasonable compensation for 
their claims. In this manner, a considerable proportion of the 
property was obtained, its estimated value being about £5,000. 
Finally the committee lodged the schedule of the remaining 
interests and requested the Board of Public Worlcs to appoint 
an arbitrator to adjudicate upon those claims with which the 
committee were unable to deal, and the arbitrator has now 
published his draft award and announced that he will sit on the 
1st May to hear any objections that parties interested in it may 
be desirous of making. The Committee have taken up posses,sion 
of and detenanted ten houses in Plunk et-street and are proceeding 
with their demolition. 

COOMBE Akea. 

The terms of the agreement with the Artisans Dwellings 
Company, as mentioned in our last report, having been 
arranged and the necessary legal documents prepared and per- 
fected, the company entered into possession of the ground. They 
are proceeding with the erection of suitable houses, in accordance 
with a plan, submitted to and approved of by the Artisans 
Dwellings Committee. Fifty houses have been erected and it is 
expected that before the close of the present year' accommodation 
will be afforded for 150 families. 

Owing to the unexpected increase in the expenditure over the 
estimate for this scheme, it became necessary to obtain an addi- 
tional loan of £4,000 in order to complete the clearing of the 
area and the construction of the roads, footpaths, open spaces and 
sewers, and this having been done, a contract has been entered 
into for the works. 

The loan of £20,000 originally obtained for the purpose of this 
scheme has been taken up and expended in its promotion. 



COEK. 

The Corporation has now completed the clearing and laying 
out (including foi'mation of new roads, sewering and lightino-J of 
Area No. 1, of Aa-tisans Dwellings Improvement Scheme, and is 
in treaty with the Improved Dwellings Company, Limited, with 
a view to letting the m-eater portion of the building sites included 
in the area, on lease for 900 years, at a rent of £60 a year, the 
Company undertaking to erect thereon suitable dwellings, 
according to plans to be approved by the Corporation. 

Area No. 2, has been to a great extent cleared, most of the 
interests having been pm-chased by agreement, but it has not yet 
been laid out, nor any proposal received from any person pi-o- 
posing to erect dweUings. 

Of the loan of £35,000 authorised for the purpose of improving 
the entire seven areas, the Corporation has received £22 000 
from the Board of Works, £8,000 being the amount advanced 
since the 3lat of March, 1881. 
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No steps have been taken under the Aut in the three other 
tu'han districts to -which it applies, namely: Loadondeny, 
Limerick and Belfast. 

Depaetmental Aeeangements. 

29. Certain changes in the number of clerks, and in the organiza- 
tion of the office were recommended by a Departmental Committee 
last year, and these alterations met -with the approval of the 
Lords Comroi.ssioners of her Majesty’s Treasury, and have been 
carried out. 

Two of the temporary Inspectors, Mr. Robinson and Major 
Spaight, who had been employed during the exceptional distress 
wnich had prevailed in Ireland .since -wie year 1879, have been 
added to the permanent staff, the duties devolving on the In- 
spectors being more onerous than was the case before the year 
above mentioned. 

We have recently been deprived by death, of the services of 
Mr. Ed-ward J. Browne, one of our Auditors, and the vacancy 
thus created has been flUed up by the appointment of Mi'. 
Courtenay Oroker. 

We have no other change.s in the dopartment to report to your 
Excellency.

To THE Guaedians op the Poor of the several Unions named in the 
Schedule to this Order; To the Treasurer of each of such 
Unions ; and to all persons whom it may concern ; 

Whereas We, the Local Government Board for Ireland, have re- 
ceived from the Commissioners of National Education an Estimate for 
the year ending the 31st day of March, 1882, of the full amount 
payable as Results Pees in respect of Pupils attending tlie National 
Schools in each of the Unions which have become contributory Unions, 
under an Act passed in the Thirty-ninth year of the Reign of Her 
present Majesty, Queen Victoria, entitled “An Aot to provide for 
additional Payments to Teachers of National Schools in Ireland 

And Whereas the Unions wHch have become contributory under 
the said Act are those of which the Names are placed in the first column 
of the Schedule hereto : 

And Whereas hy the said Act it is enacted that the Commissioners 
of National Education shall require the Local Government Board in 
every year to provide a sum equal to one-third of such full amount 
payable as Results Fees as aforesaid, and that tlie said Local Govern- 
ment Board shall thereafter provide such sum in the manner by the 
said Aot prescribed ; :md the Local Government Board liave received 
from the Secretary of the Commissioners of National Education a 
requisition to provide, in the year 1881-82, a sum equal to one-third of 
such full amotmt aforesaid : 

And Whereas it is by tlie said Act further enacted — “ Upon the 
receipt of every such estimate the Local Government Board shall by an 
Order imder their Seal assess upon each contributory iimon a sum equal 
to one-third of the full amount payable as results fees in respect of 
pupils attending the National schools in such contributory union, and 
shall tL-ansmit a copy of such order to the guardians and likewise to tlie 
treasurer of such contributory union, stating the amount so assessed on 
such contributory union.” 

Act it is further enacted that “ forthwith on the receipt of such 
order by the treasimer of any contributory union he shall, out of the 
funds then lying in his hands to the credit of the gna.Ti liii.TiH of such 
union, or if there shall he then no sufficient assets, out of the moneys 
next received hy him and placed to the credit of such guardians, pay 
over the amount so assessed on such contributory union to the Bank of 
Ireland, to be there placed to the credit of the Oommissionera of Edu- 
cation to a sepm-ate account, to be entitled “The Results Eees Account:”

No 1 . — Appointment of Sisters of Mercy engaged as Nurses.

Tlie attention of the Local Government Board for Ireland has 
been directed to the fact that, in some instances, changes in the staff 
of nurses employed in workhouses have been made in a manner not 
authorized by the General Order relating to the appointment and 
duties of rmion officers, and that Sisters of Mercy engaged as nurses 
having given up the work, their places have been taken by others 
vvh^ appointments have not been duly made by the Boards of Quai'- 
dians ; the Local Government Board, therefore, feel it necessary to 

direct the attention of the Boai’d of Guardians of Union to the 

28th Article of the General Eegulations, which provides that every 
officer and assistant shall be appointed by a majority of the Guardians 
present at any meeting of the Board, and that every such appointment 
shall, as soon as the same shah, have been made, be reported to the 
Local Government Board by the Olerk to the Guardians. 

The Board must also point out that salary is not legally payable to 
any officer or assistant who is not appointed by the Guardians in the 
manner prescribed hy the regulation referred to.

The Local Government Board for Ireland transmit to you here- 
•with, for the infoi-mation of the Board of Guardians, a copy of the 1st 
section of “ The Local Government Board (Ireland) Amendment Act, 
1881,” which received the Royal assent on the 11th instant, and which 
provides for an extension of the time previously allowed for levying 
rhe special seed rates, and for the payment of the loans obtained under 
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“ TIib Seed Supply (Ireland) Act, 1880,” anel enables the Guardians, 
;with the consent of the Local Government Board, to collect and pay 
the debt by reduced instalments. 

In the caae of the Union, no special rate having yet been made 

under tho Seed Supply Act, it is open to the Board of Guardians to 
apply to the Local Government Board for tierinission to levy the -whole 
sum due by moans of foui- reduced rates, or to divide either of tho

“ 1. The Boai’d of Guardians of any union may, -with the consent of 
the Local Oovommont Board,* divide, -with reference to all or any , of 
the electoral divisions of the union, each special rate which the guar- 
dians are empowered to make tmder the provisions of the seventh 
section of the Seed Supply (Ireland) Act, 1880+, as amended by the 
Belief of Distress (Ireland) Ainenament Act, 1880,]: into two equal 
special rates (in this Act referred to as reduced seed rates), so that tho 
sum which under the provisions of the said Act should be levied in airy 
one year by means of one special rate, shall be le-vied in two consecutive 
years by me.ans of two special rat^. Where a resolution has been 
adopted by tho Board of Guardians that such division should take 
effect, the first of tho reduced seed rates shall be made at the same time 
as the first ordmary rate made for -the relief of the poor in the union 
aftor the date of Gie resolution of the Board of Guardians.

No. 5 Collection of Seed Rate. 

Local Government Board, Dublin, 
SiK, 18th August, 1881. 

The Local Government Board for Ireland having received several 
inquiiies as to the person upon whom the special seed rate should be 
made, imder the Seed Supply Act, in eases where the person to whom 
the seed was sold had ceased to occupy the rated premises before 
the rate was made, and also as .to the person from whom it should be 
recovered in oases of changes of occupancy after the making of the 
special rate, but before it could be ooUeoted, the Board have consulted 
comisel on the subject, and they think it right to state, for the informa- 
tion and guidance of the Board of Guardians, the substance of the 
advice which they have obtained, which is as follows : 

" Under the 7th section of the Act payment of the amount duo can- 
not be obtained from any one except the ‘ person indebted to the 
Guardians — that is, the ‘ person ' to whom the seed was sold, and in 
cases where the person to whom the seed was sold has parted with the 
rateable premises before the making of the rate, his successor in the 
occupation caimot be rated. A special rate must in such a case be 
made for the pmpose of enforcing payment from the person to whom the 
seed was sold ; and it appeal's to the Board tliat this may be most 
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conveniently done by entering the name of tlie person liable for seed rate 
under the name of the person rated for poor rate, with a supplemental 
number.” 

The loss which may be inoruTed in any Electoral Division by reason 
of changes of occupancy will fall on the ratepayers of such Electoi-al 
Division generally, as tho loans to the Board of G-uardians under the 
Seed Supply Act have been made, according to the 3rd Section, “ on 
the security of any rate applicable to any of the purposes of the Acts 
for the relief of the 2 ioor in the electoral division for the use of which 
the loan is made,” and by the 4th section all such rates are expressly 
charged with the repayment of the instalments.

No. 6. — SUPEEANNUATION AxLOWANCES. 

Local Government Board, Dublin, 
25th November, 1881. 

SiK, 

The attention of the Local Government Board for Ireland has been 
drawn to the circumstance that great diversity of practice exists among 
Boards of Guardians in reference to the amount of snpei-annuation 
allowanoee imposed to be awarded to officers employed under the Poor 
Law and Medical Charities Acts on their ceasing to hold office. 

The maximum supreraunuation allowance that can be gi-anted to any 
officer, whatever his length of service may have been, is two-tliirds of 
the amoimt of hie salary and emoluments, but the Board have foimd 
that, iir some instances, aUowances have been ju'oposed which were 
quite disproportionate to the length of service of the retiring officer, 
and equal, or very nearly equal, to two-thirds of Iris salary and emolu- 
ments, even though bis period of service may have been comparatively 
short. 

It must be borne iu mind that these grants affect not only the pre- 
sent but future ratepayers also, and, the consent of the Board being 
made necessary to the gi'ant of any superannuation aUowanoe under 
the Union Cifficers Superannuation Acts, the Board have thought it 
right to take the subject 'into consideration, with a view to laying doivn 
some general scale for their own guidance in dealing "with jmnsions sub- 
mitted for their upjpiroval, and they have referred to the jn'ovisions of 
the Civil Service Suiierannuation Act of 1859 as indicating the principle 
which might projcerly be adopted in dealing with such cases, which is to 
fix the amount mainly with reference to the length of the officers 
service. 

The Board, therefore, thiirk it expedient to state, for the information 
of Boards of Guardians, that in giving their consent in futui’e to super- 
annuation allowances proposed to be granted to union officers they 
will be governed, as far as circumstances may pei'init, by the rules 
apijiEoable to the superannuation of the Civil Servants of the Crown 
under the Superannuation Act of 1859 j following, then, the scale of 
allowances proscribed by that Act, the amount which may, in the 
opinion of the Board, be properly awarded to an officer who has served 
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with efficiency for ten years and upwards, and under eleven yeare, will 
he an annual sum equal to ten-sixtieths of his Salary and Gmoluments, 
and an addition of one-sixtieth in respect of each additional year of 
service until a maximum of foi'ty-sixtieths, or two-tliirds, be reached, 
which is the highest amount authorized hy the Union Officers Super- 
annuation Acts. 

In cases where, for the due and efficient discharge of the duties of any 
office, professional or other, special qualifications are required, a number 
of years not exceeding ten may, for the purpose of the computation, be 
added to the number of years dmlng which the officer has served, pro- 
vided such addition does not raise the amount to be awarded above the 
maximum amount of two-tliirds of his salary and emoluments. 

It wiU, of course, he open to the Guardians, if they see fit, to propose 
a grant on a lower scale than that above indicated. 

The Board take this oppoi-tunity to state that they have obseiwed, 
■ivith regi-et, that in some unions the Guardians have refused to grant 
superannuation aUowances to old and deserving officers whose services 
have fully entitled them to consideration in that respect, and this course 
has not only affoixled just cause for complaint, but bas also induced 
Officers wbo have become inefficient by reason of age and infirmity to 
struggle on in theii’ situations while physically xinable to discharge theii- 
duties with activity and with advantage to the public service. 

The Local Government Board believe that motives of economy, and a 
fear of burdening the rates with largo pensions, have induced Boards of 
Guardians to adopt the com'se referred to ; and the Board trust that, 
when Guardians who have hitherto declined to grant pensions are aware 
that superannuation allowances to theii' officers Tvill only be sanotioued 
on a fail' and reasonable scale, they will not refuse to entertain applica- 
tions which may be made to them by deserving officers who are obliged 
to leave their service, and whose oases may propei'ly be dealt with tinder 
the provisions of the Acts herein referred to.

No. 7 .— Belief under Peotection _of Pekson 
and Pkopeett Act. 

Local Government Board, Dublin, 

14th December, 1881. 

Sin, 

The' attention of the Local Government Board for Ireland has recently 
been directed to cases in which relief has been illegally administered by 
Boards of Guardians, acting under an eiTOneous impression as to tbeir 
powers under the Protection of Person and Property Act, 1881, and the 
Evicted Poor Protection Act, 1848, and, as illegal charges for relief are 
liable to disallowauoe by the Auditor of Union Accounts, the Board 
think it right to address the Guardians on some points which do not 
appear to have been properly understood. 

■With reference to outdoor relief to the families of persons detained 
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of Person and Proj)ertij Act. 

vmder tlie Protection of Person and Property Act, the Board think it 
necessary to observe that the second section of that Act and the third 
section of the Relief of Disti-ess Act, 1880, mrist be read together, and 
that outdoor relief may only be given under the provisions of the 
almve mentioned Acts when an order of the Local aovemment Board 
authorizing such relief is in force, and cannot be legally afforded in 
anticipation of obtaining such an order, or after it espii-es ; and, further 
that outdoor relief in such cases must be restricted to food and fuel, 
or either of them, and may not be granted in money. 

With respect to the relief of persons who become destitute by reason 
of them being evicted from any dwelling-house, or other brrilding irsed 
as a dwellmg-house, the Board desire to acquaint the Grrardians that 
they are advised that in cases where temporary relief is afforded hy the 
Relieving Officer pending the next ordinary meeting of the Board of 
Guardians the period of one calendar month during which the Guardians 
may give ezoeptional outdoor rehef to the per’sons evicted runs from 
the time when temporary relief is first afforded by the ReUevhrg Officer; 
and that in cases where the relief is gi-anted in the first instance by the 
Board of Guardians, no temporary relief having been given hy the 
Relieving Officer, the period during which the Guardians have power to 
afford exceptional outdoor rehef under the Act is one calendar month 
from the day of the eviction, that being the day on which temporary 
relief might legally have been given by tire Relieving Officer.

1. Peotectiok of Pbeson and Psopbetv (Ieeland) Act, 1881. 

(44 Vio., oh. 4, sec. 2.) 

" The enactments contained in the third section of the. Relief of Dis- 
tress (Ireland) Act, 1880, as amended by the irurth section of the Relief 
of Distress (Ireland) Amendment Act, 1880, shall, so far as relates to 
the families of persons for the time heiirg detained uirder this Act, con- 
tinue in force durhrg the oontinuanoe of this Act. 

ll. Relief of Distress (Irbeand) Act, 1880. — (43 Vic., cL 4, sec. 3.) 

“ At any time after the passing of this Act, and before the thirty-first 
day of December, one thousand eight hundred and eighty, the Local 
Government Board may, from tune to time, if and so far as they think 
fit, authorize by order under then' seal the Guardians of the Poor of any 
union to administer relief in food and fuel, or either of them, out of the 
workhouse, to poor persons, whetlier such poor persons might, under 
the Poor Law Acts, have obtained relief out of the workhouse or not, 
in the union, or in any electoral division or divisions thereof, for any 
time not exceeding two calendar months from the date of such 0^^’’ 1 
and the Local Government Board may, from time to time, by an 
under their seal for that purpose, revoke any such Order either wholly 
or with reference to any particular person or cl^s of persons m re^ipt 
of such relief ; and on the receipt by the Guardians of any umon of ^y 
such Order of the Local Government Board 'authBrizing such relief m 
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food and fuel, oi- either of them, the Guardians shall make provMoii for 
affording such relief accordingly for such time and on such conditions as 
may be specified in the Order, or until the said Order is revoked ; and 
the proviso at the end of the second section of the Act passed in the 
session of Parliament of the twenty-fifth and twenty-sixth years of the 
reign of Her present Majesty, chapter eighty-three, shall not apply to 
the relief to be afforded under this Act 

III. Evicted Poor Protection Act, 1848. 

(11 & 12 Vic., eh. 47, sec. 4). 

“And be it enacted, that it shall be lawful for persons who shall 
become destitute by re.ason of their- being dispossessed or i-emoved of or 
from any dwelling-house, or other buildmg used as a dwelling-house, by 
or under such writ, decree, order, or other process as aforesaid, to apply 
for relief to the Helier-ing Officer of the electoral dh-ision m which the 
said land or house shall be situate, and such Relievnig Officer shall, on 
the receipt of such application, take order for providing shelter for any 
such applicants, being destitute persons, by an order of admission into 
the workhouse of the imion, if there be room thereiu, by oonveyiug any 
such destitute poor person thereto, if necessary, or by affording such 
destitute poor persons temporary relief in food, lodging, medioiue, or 
meclioal attendance until the next ordinary meeting of the Board of 
Guardians, at which meeting he shall i-eport the case and the nature and 
cost of the relief so afforded, in such form and maimer as the Poor Law 
Commissioners shall prescribe, and after such report shall give no further 
relief otherwise than by direction of the Board of Guardians in the case 
so reported, and the Guardians shall furnish the B.elieving Officer -with 
funds for affording such relief, in the same mamier and subject to the 
same rules and conditions as are or may be provided for all other relief 
granted by the Believing Officer under and by virtue of an Act passed 
in the tenth year of the reign of Her present Majesty, intituled An Act 
to malcejuriher Provieion for the Relief of the destitute Poor in Ireland ; 
and it shall be lawf id for such Guardians, if they shall think tit, to pro- 
vide every such destitute poor person with relief to the same extent as 
destitute poor persons permanently disabled from labour by reason of 
old age, infirmity, or bodily or mental defect, are by law entitled to 
relief in Ireland, : Provided always, that it shall not be lawfiil for the 
Guardians to relieve such destitute poor persons after the period of one 
calendar month from the date of such temporary relief as aforesaid being 
afforded, except in the manner by whioli such poor persona could be 
relieved under the Acts no-w in force for the relief of the destitute poor 
in Ireland, 

TV. Irish Poor Belief Act. — (1 & 2 Vic., oh, 56, see. 96.) 

“ And be it enacted, that it shall be la-wful for the Commissioners to 
appoint auditors to audit the accounts of all persons liable to account 
under tliis Act, and to invest such auditors with such of the po-wers and 
authorities which the Commissioners are hereinbefore authorized to 
delegate to the Assistant Commissioners as they shall think fit, and such 
appointments, powers, and authorities respectively from time to time to 
revoke and vary; and such auditors shall examine into, the matter of 
evei-y such account, and shall disallow and strike out of every aueh 
account aU such charges and payments as they shall deem to be illegal 
or unfounded, and shall reduce such as they shall deem to be exorbi-

With regard to tho periodical Estimate and Requisition for Medi- 
cines, (fee. (Forms M 1 and 2), it appears to have been in some oases 
supposed that, on each occasion when an estimate is sent in, it should 
contain an account of all the articles in the Dispensairy, which would in- 
volvo the necessity of taking stock of the entire contents of the dispensary 
on every such occasion. The heading of the Form of Estimate (M 1) 
is, “ Estimate of Medicines, &c., re^tired;" and the particulars iudi- 
cated in the Form need only be filled up (in accordance with Article 
16, No. V., and Article 21, No. vi., of the Regulations) in reference to 
those mediouies, &o., if which a fwrther supply is required, staring in 
the respective columns for the purpose the stock remaining fwhich 
he estimated as nearly as may he), respectively, and the further quantity 
required. In drawing up a requisition for medicines, the Medical 
Officer should only apply for quantities sufficient for use during the 
following tliree months.

I. OEDEES. 

No. 1. — G-eneral Order for fixing day for Lodging Objections 
under the Gas and Water Works Facilities Act, 1870. 

To THE Urban Sanitary AnrHOWTiES for the Urban Sanitary Districts 
in Ireland j and to all others whom it may coneern : 

Whereas, by Section 6 of the Gas and Water Works Facilities Act, 
1870, it is enacted that the Board of Trade shall consider the applica- 
tion for a Provisional Order in pvnsnance of that Act, and also any 
objection thereto that may be lodged with them on or before snch day 
as they from time to time appoint, and shall determine whether or not 
the Undertakers may proceed with the application ; 

And Whereas by Section 80 of the Public Health (Ireland) Act, . 
1878, it is enacted with respect to Urban Sanitary Authorities as 
follows : — 

" Where an Urban Authority may under this Act themselves under- 
take to supply gas for the whole or any part of their District, a 
Provisional Order authorising a gas undertaking may be obtained by 
such Authority, imder and subject to the provisions of the Gas and 
Water Works Facilities Act, 1870, and any Act amending the same ; 
and in the construction of the said Act the term ‘ the undcrtEikers ’ shall 
be deemed to include any such Urban Authority : Provided that, for the 
purposes of this Act, the Local Government Board shall throughout 
the said Act he deemed to be substituted for the Board of Trade."

Schedule B to that Act, according to the regulations therein contained 

Ann Whereas by Bart IT. of Schedule B aforesaid it is provided 
that the Undertakers shall deposit (amongst other things) a proper plan 
and section of the projxjsed neiv works, If any, such plan and section to 
be prepared according to such regulations as may from time to time be 
mode by the Boai'd of Ti'ade in that behalf ; 

And Whereas by section 14 of the Gas and Water Works 
Facilities Act, 1870, Amendment Act, 1873, it is enacted as Mows : 

“ The Board of Trade may from time to time make, and when made, 
may rescind, annul, or add to, lules with respect to the Mowing 
matters: 

. “ The prooeeclings to be had before the Board under the Gas and 
Water "Works Facilities Aot, 1870, or this Act, and 

“ As to any other matter or thing in ro.5peot of which it may be 
expedient to make rules for the purpose of carrying the said Act or 
this Aot into execution. 

“ Any rules made in pursuanoo of tliis section shall he deemed to be 
within the powers oouforrod by the said Act or this Act, and shall be 
of the same force as if onootocl by the said Aot or this Act and shall be 
judicially noticed. 

“ Any rules made in pursuance of this seotion shall be laid before 
Parliament within tlireo weeks after they are made, if Parliament be 
then sitting, and if Parliament be not then sitting, within throe weeks 
after the beginning of the then next Session of Parliament.” 

And Whbbbas by Section 80 of the Public Health (Ireland) Aot, 
1878, it is enacted as follows ; — 

“■Wliere an Urban Authority may under this Act themselves 
undertake to supply gas for the whole or any part of their District, 
a Provisional Order authoi’ising a gas undertaking may be obtained 
by snob Authority, under and subject to the provisions of the Gas 
and Water Works Facilities Act, 1870, and any Act amending the 
Siime j and in the construction of the said Act the term * the under- 
takers ’ shall he deemed to include any such Urban Authority : Pro- 
vided that, for the purposes of tliis Aot, the Local Government Board 
shall throughout the said Aot be deemed to be substituted for the Board 
of Trade.” 

Now Therefore, We, the Local Government Board for Ireland, in 
pursuance of tho said provisions, and by virtue of the several other 
authorities enabling Us in this behalf, do hereby make the following 
regulations and rules : — 

I. The Notice in writing and the Notice hy advertisement leipuired 
to be given by Sub-sections 1 and 2 of Section 5 of the Gas and 
Water Works Facilities Aot, 1870, must state that every Company, 
Corporation, or parson referred to therein, or any other person, desirous 
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of bringing before tbe Ijocal Government Bonixl for Irela-ncl, any 
objeation respecting tbe application of tbe Urban Sanitary A.ntbority 
for a Provisional Order, may do so by letter addressed to tbe Secre- 
tary of tbe said Board, to be lodged with tbe said Board on or before 
tbe Fifteenth day of Januiuy next ensuing the makuig of such appli- 
cation, and that a copy of such objection must, at the same time, be sent 
to tlie Executive Sanitary Officer of snob Urban Sanitary Authority. 

II. Tbe map rcc|uircd to bo deposited on or before tbe Tbii’tietb 
day of November, by Schedule B, Part II., of the siiid Act, must be 
on a scale of not less than six inches to the mile, and must show 
distinctly tbe situation of tbe land proposed to be used for the manu- 
facture of gas, or of residual products arising in tbe manufaotui-e of 
gas, in relation to the adjoining lands and premises, and must show 
the hmitsoftbe Urban District. The plan and section of any proposed 
new works requhed to be deposited on or before the day aforesaid 
by the said part of tbe said Schedule must be on a scale of not less 
th;in one inch to tbe fifty feet, and must, as far as practicable, show 
the general ajrangement, elevation, and character of the proposed works, 
and be prepared as far as may be, in accordance with the model plan 
appended to these Rules. In any case where any part of the works 
would be situate on lands where the ordinary spring tide flows, the 
site of such lands must bo coloured blue on the map and plan. A 
copy of such map and plan, coloured in like manner aird marked “ Tidal 
Waters,” ab.all be deposited at the Board of Trade on or before the 
date last afoi’esaid. 

III. Where tlio application is for an extension of existing Gas 
Works, a map or plan of the existing Gas Works, and of the pro- 
posed enlargement thereof, according to tbe respective scales aforesaid, 
must acoompauy tbe IMemorial to be deposited with tbe Local Govern- 
ment Board for Ireland. 

IV. Tbe draft of tbe Proviaional Order required to he deposited with 
the Local Government Board for Ireland, on or before the Twenty-thh'd 
day of December, must he on foolscap paper, and printed or litho- 
graphed on one side only of each page, and any Bohodule thereto must 
begin on a new page. 

The name of the Urban Sanitary Authority, together with tho name 
and address of tbe Executive Sanitary Officer, mrrst bo shown on the 
back of tbe last page of every srrob di-rdt Provisional Order, wliioh must 
contain a Notic-e at tbe end of it, stating that any objections are to be sent 
to tbe Local Government Board for Ireland in tbe manner aforesaid. 

Tln-ee copies of tbe Draft Order must be deposited with tbe Local 
Goveinincnt Board for Ireland. 

V. Tbe Urban. Sanitary Authority must prove compliance with tbe 
prorTsions of — 

(i.) The Gas and Water Works FaciUties Act, 1870, Section 5, Sub- 
section (1) ; 

(ib) Tbe Gas and Water Works Facilities Act, 1870, Sebodule B, 
Pait I., Paragraphs (3) and (4) ; 

(iii.) Tbe Gas and Water 'Works Facilities Act, 1870, Schedule B 
Part II,, Paragraph (2j ; 

(iv.) Tbe Gas and Water Works Facilities Act, 1870, Schedule B, 
Part III., Paragraph (2) j 

(v.) This Order ; 

by an affidavit or Statutory Declaration, duly stamped, to be made by 
tbe Executive Sanitary Ofl3.cer or some other Officer of tbe Urban 
Sanitary Authority, and to be deposited with the Local Government 
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Board for Ireland on or before tbe Tenth day of January next ensuing 
tire making of their ajjplication. 

Copies of the Hotioes, together with copies of the nervspapera 
and Dublin Gazette containing the notice by advertisement, and the 
receipt of the Cler-k of the Peace (if any), for the documents deposited 
with him, must be annexed to the Affidavit or Declaration as Exhibits. 

Except , where the application contemplates the purchase of the 
Works of a Gns Company or person authorised by or in pursuance 
of any Act of Parliament, or any Order confirmed by Parliament, to 
supply gas for public and private purjroses, supplying gas -within any 
part of the District of such Urban Sanitary Authority, or -witliiir the 
part of tho District which the Urban Sanitary Authority propose to _ 
supply, as the case may he, such Affida-vit or Declaration must also 
state that there is not any person or company so authorised. 

Evidence of the properly given consent of any Road Authority which 
may be necessary in any caaa -svhere power is sought to break up any 
road, must be furnished at the time fixed for proving compliance with 
the Act and these regulations. 

VI. On or before the Tenth day of January there must be deposited 
■with the Local Government Board for Ireland, an Affidavit duly 
stamped, showing that the requirements of the Standing Orders of 
both Houses of Parliament have been complied with, -with respect to 
tho deposit -with the Clerk of the Parliaments and at the Private Bill 
Office of duplicates of every plan, section, and hook of reference de- 
posited with the Local Government Board for Ireland, and with 
respect to the deposit with the Board of Trade of the copy of the 
map and plan before j-eforred to. The Affidavit must be sworn before 
a J ustioo of tho Peace ora Commissioner for taking Affidavits by the 
pel-son by whom the deposits were made. 

VII. Evory memorial, objection, and otlier such dociuuent deposited 
or lodged with the Local Government Board for Ireland must be on 
foolscap piipor. 

VIII. When an objection is lodged with the Local Government Board 
for Ireland, tho objector or liis agent must state that he has at the same 
time forwai-dcd a copy of such objection to the Urban Sanitary Authority. 

IX. Whon a Provisional Order has been issued by the Local Goyeru- 
meiit Board for Ireland, the Urban Sanitary Authority must, within 
fourteen days after tho day on which the same shall have been sent 
to them by tlie Local Government Board for- Ireland, transmit to the 
said Board an Affidavit or Statutory Declaration, duly stamped, 
and made by the Clerk or some other officer of the Urban Sanitary 
Authority, proving that the Provisional Order was published on or 
before the Twenty-fifth day of Api-U, in conformity with paragraph 3 
of Schedule B, Part IV., of the Gas and Water Works Eacili-ties Act, 
1870, and that paragraphs 1 and 2 of the said part of that Schedule 
have been complied with. 

The receipt of tho Clerk of the Peace (if any) for the copies of the 
Provisional Order deposited -with him, and copies of the Provisional 
Order, and of the newspaper containing the advertisement of such Order, 
must lie annexed to the Affida-vit or Declaration as exhibits.

The Local Govemmeut Board for Ireland forward herewith a 
revised, copy of the instructions which were forwarded with their 
instructional ciroular of the 30th March, 1880, on the subject of 
Applications for Provisional Oi-ders relating to the purchase of lands 
otherwise than by agi'eement. 

You will observe that the iustructions have been revised by the 
insertion of a pai-agi'aph to the effect that if a loan is required to carry 
out the purposes in respect of which the lands are proposed to be taken, 
formal application for such loan should be made when the petition is 
presented, accompanied by an estimate of the cost of the undertaking. 

The object of this requirement is not only to obtain such information 
as to the probable cost of the undertaking as it may be necessary 
to consider in determining the question of whether the Provisional 
Order shall be issued; bnt also, in the event of the required 
loan being of such an amount as to render a local inquiry by an Inspector 
necessary under Sec. 238 (Sub-soe. 3) of the Public Health Aot, 1878, 
that such inquiry may be held at the same time as the inquiry with a 
view to the Provi.sional Order.

Public Health (Ireland) Act, 1878. 

(Section 203.) 

Bevised Ihstrtjotions as to Applioations to the Local Goveunment 
Board for Ireland, for Provisional Orders to put in force the 
Lands Clauses Acts with respect to the Pm-ohase of Lands other- 
wise than by agreement 

1. The application must be made by a petition, under the seal of the 
Sanitary Authority, containing the particulars required by sub-section 
3, of section 203. It must state the lands intended to be taken, in a 
sohedule which should correspond with the Book of Reference mentioned 
in instruction 4. 

2. The petition must not be presented sooner than fourteen days after 
the service of notices to oooupiei's, which must he served under sub* 
section 2. 

3. The petition should be acoomponied by a copy of the plan of .the 
proposed imdertaking which was lodged for inspection under sub*soction 
2, and which should be on a scale of not more than 220 feet to one inch, 
showing the properties, portion of which is to be taken, or which would 
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be otherwise affected,* with a distinctive nsirtiber marked on each portion 
of each of such properties. The plan should be coloured so as to 
distinguish the lands, or lands covered with water, proposed to be actually 
purchased, with the area of each marked in statute acres, roods, and 
perches. 

4. The petition should also be accompanied by a book of reference in 
duplicate, in which the nature of each property taken or affected, the 
number it bears on the plan, the townland and parish in which it is 
situate, and the names of the owner, or reputed oivner, lessee, or reputed 
lessee, and occupier should, be clearly set out. 

5. If a loan is required to carry out the purposes in respect of which 
the lands are proposed to be taken, apphoation for such loan should be 
made when the petition is presented, accompanied by an estimate of the 
cost of the undertaking. 

6. Thera must also be a statutory declaration showing that the 
requirements of section 203, with respect to advertisements and notices 
have been duly complied with. The declaration must he properly 
stamped, and copies of the newspapers containing the advertisements, 
and also of the form of notices should be annexed as exhibits. It should 
specify the manner in which the notices have been served, and so far as 
relates to these notices it should be made by the person who served them. 

7. When the plans and hook of reference relating to the petition are 
deposited in this department, duplicates of same must, according to 
the standing orders, be at the same time deposited in the office of the 
Qlerk of the Parliaments in the House of lords, and in the Private 
BUI Office in the House of Oommons, but if the deposit be made after 
the prorogation of Parliament, and before the 30th day of November in 
any year, the duplicates as above must be deposited on the 30th day of 
November. 

The following is a oopiy of the 203rd section of the Public Health 
Act, 1878, referred to in the above iustructions ; — 

203. With respect to the purchase of lands, or of any of the other 
properties aforesaid (herein included imder the term “lands’^), hy a 
Sanitary Autliority for the purposes of this Act, the following regulations 
shall be observed ; (that is to say,) 

“(1.) The Lands Clauses Acts shall be incorjxirated with this Act, 
except the pirovisions relating to access to the special Act, 
and except section one hundred and twenty-seven of the 
lands Clauses Consolidation Act, 1846. 

“ (2.) The Sanitary Authority before putting in force any of the 
powers of the said Lands Clauses Acts with respect to the 
purchase and taking of land otherwise than by agreement, 
shall 

“ Publish once at the least in each of three consecutive 
weeks in the month of November in some newspaper 
or newspapers circulating in then* district, an advertise- 
ment describing shortly the purposes in respect of 
which the lands are proposed to be taken, naming a 
place where a plan of the proposed undertaking may he 
seen at ail reasonable hours, and stating the denomina- 
tions and quantity of lands that they require ; and 
shaU further 

* Sucli as -way-leaTes. 
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“Serve a notice in tlie month of Decemher on every 
ovnier or reputed owner, leasee or reputed lessee, and 
occupier of such lands, defining in each case the par- 
ticular lands intended to be taken, and requiring an 
answer stating whether the person so seiwed assents, 
dissents, or is neuter in respect of the taking such 
lands : 

“ (3.) On compliance with the provisions of this section with respect 
to advertisements and notices, and not sooner than fourteen 
days after the service of the last-mentioned notices, the 
Sanitary Authority may, if they think fit, present a.petition 
under their seal to the Local Government Board. The 
petition shall state the lands intended to he taken, and the 
purposes for which they are required, and the names of the 
owner's, lessees, and ooonpiers of lands who have assented, 
dissented, or are neutral in respect of the taking sucli lands, 
or who have returned no answer to the notice'; it shall pray 
that the Sanitary Authority may, ■with reference to such 
lauds, be allowed to put in force the powers of the Lands 
Clauses Acts ■with respect to the purchase and taking of 
lands otherwise than by agreement, and such prayer shall 
he supported hy such evidence as the Local Government 
Board requires. 

“ (i.) On the receipt of such petition, and on due proof of the proper 
advertisements ha'vdng been published, and notices seved, 
the Local Government Board shall take snob petition into 
consideration, and may either dismiss the same, or direct a 
local inquiry as to the propriety of assenting to the prayer 
of such petition ; hut until such inquir-y has been made no 
pro'visional order shall he made a-ffecting any lands -without 
the consent of the o-wiiers, lessees, and occupiers thereof. 

“ (5.) After the completion of such inquiry the Local Government 
Board may, by pro'visional order, empower the Sanitary 
Authority to put in force, with refereniM to the lands 
referred to in such order, the powers of the Lands Olanses 
Acts with respect to the purchase and taking of lands 
otherwise than hy agreement, or any of them, and either 
absolutely or -with such conditions and modifications as the 
Board may think fit, and it shall he the duty of the Sanitary 
Authority to serve a copy of any order so made in the 
manner and on the person in which and on whom notices hi 
respect of such lands are required to be served. 

“ Provided that the notices hy this section required to he given in the 
months of November and December may be given in the months of 
September and October, or of October and November, bnt in either of 
such last-mentioned cases an inquh-y preliminary to the provisional 
order to which such notices refer, shall not be held until the expiration 
of one month from the last day of the second of the two months in which 
the notices are given ; and any notices or orders by this section required 
to be served on a number of persons having any right in, over, or on 
lands in common, may be served on any three or more of such persons 
on behalf of all such persons.

5. — Registration of Deaths.

The Local Government Board for Ireland are informed by the 
Registrar-General that the returns of deaths in the workhouse, wliich 
it is the duty of the master of the workhouse to make to the Registrar 
of the district in which the workhouse is situated, do not, in many cases, 
show the former residence of the deceased, and that it is very desirable 
for tire purposes of his department that this information should bo sup- 
pEed. 
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The Board are a-ware that in many oases, especially -where the deceased 
■was charged to the union_ at large, the "Worlchouse Begister may not 
enable the master to furnish this information, but the Relie-ving Officer’s 
Application and Report Book should contain such information as -would 
enable him to obtain it from them, and as those OfSoers are i-equired to 
attend every week at tire workhouse he -would not have any difficulty 
in doing so. 

The Board request, therefore, that the Board of Guardians will he so 
good as to make this communioatiou known to the master (for which 
purpose a copy is enclosed), and to enjoin him to use every means in his 
power to obtain the requisite information as to the previous residence of 
pei-sons admitted to the workhouse, and, in cases of death, to include that 
information in his return to the Registi-ar of the district.

I am directed by the Local Government Board to state that, with 
a view of giving effect to the provisions of the Alkali, & 0 ., Works 
Regulation Act, 1881, they are desirous of ascertaining the number of 
works in the .several sanitary districts in England and Wales which 
will be affected by the Act, and the names and addresses of the pro- 
prietors or managers of suoh works. 

By the Alkali Acts, 18G3, and 1874, aU alkali works, viz.; works 
for the manufactm'e of alkali, sulphate of soda, or sulphate of potash, in 
which mmiatic acid gas is evolved, were placed under the inspection of 
inspectors, appointed by the central authority, in order to insiu’e the 
condensation of the noxious gases evolved by such works, either within 
a prescribed limit, or according to the host practicable and available 
moans. 

The Alkali Works, &c.. Regulation Aot, 1881, passed during the last 
Session, has consolidated the Acts of 1863 and 1874, and largely ex- 
tended the beneficial policy of those Acts by providing for the inspection 
of various other works in which noxious or offensive gases are evolved 
so that the adoption of the best practicable and available means of con- 
densation may be secured. 
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Alkali Works, icc., Regulation Act. 

The works to which the Act appUes, and wHoh, in addition to ^IWH 
works, will now be brought under skilled inspection from and after the 
first day of J anuary next, are the following : 

(l.\ Sulphuric acid ■works. 

(2.J Oheznical Manure works. 

?3.) Gas liquor works. 

(4.) Nitric acid works. 

(5.) Sulphate of ammonia works and muriate of am-mnnifl. works j 
and 

(6.) Chlorine works, or works in which chlorine, bleaching po'wderj 
or bleaching liquor is made. 

As regards the foregoing works it will be the duty of the Inspector to 
see that the noxious and offensive gases e'volved from them are con- 
densed in accordance with the requirements of the Act, and to take 
proceedings against the proprietors in cases of default. 

The Act further provides for the inspection of — 

(1.) Salt works, in which the -extraction of salt from brine is carried 
on, and 

(2.) Oement works, or works in which aluminous deposits are 
treated for the purpose of making cement. 

In these cases, however, the Act itself does not impose any Limit with 
regard to the escape of the noxious gases evolved ; but enables the 
Local Government Board, under certain restrictions, to I’equii-e by 
Provisional Order that the best means for rendering such gases harmless 
or inoffensive shall be adopted. 

In order that the several works before I’esferred to may be brought 
under inspection, the Act requires that every work shall be drily regis- 
tered in manner prescribed by the Board, and that from and after the 
first day of April, 1882, no work shall be carried on unless it is certified 
to be so registered. 

Bor the purpose of enabling the Board to determine what arrange- 
ment it will be necessary to make for the inspection of all the works to 
■which the Act applies it is essen'tial that they should be in possession 
of accurate information as to the number and description of such -Nvorks. 
They should also know the names and addresses of the proprietors, so 
that insti-uctions may be issued to them pointing out the steps to be 
taken to obtain the requisite certificates of registration. 

I am, therefore, to request that the sanitary authority will have the 
goodness to cause the Board "to be furnished in the enclosed form with 
the information required, so fai’ as regards such of the noxious trades of 
the lands specified as are carried on within the limi'ts of the district of 
the sanitary authority. 

The Boaa'd entei*tain no doubt that ■with the assistance of the Medical 
Officer of Health and Inspector of Nuisances ■there will be no tUfiiculty 
in supplying the particulars asked for, and they will be glad to receive 
the Beturn duly filled up not later than the 14^th of November next. 

Before concluding this communication ■the Board think it right to 
direct the attention of the sanitary authority to two sections of "tlie Act 
of the last Session which are of considerale impoitance. The hi*st is 
section 19, which enacts that if any sanitaiy authority applies to the 
central authority for an additional Inspector under the Act, and ■under- 
takes to pay not less than a moiety of his salary, the Local Government 
Board may, ■with the sanction of the Lords Oommissioners of Her 
Majesty’s Treasury, appoint an additioiial Inspector, who is to reside 
within a convenient distance of the works he is required to iaspect, ^ 

The second is section 28, which provides that where a nuisance aidaing 

2 
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from any noxiong or offensive gas or gases is -wholly or partially caused 
hy -the acts or defaults of sever^ persons, any person injured may proceed 
against any one or more of such persona, and may recover damages from 
each defendant, in proportion to his contribution to the nuisance, notwith- 
standing that the act or default of such defendant would not separately 
have caused a nuisance. This section, however, does not apply to a 
defendant who can produce a certificate from the Chief Inspector that, 
in the works of such defendant, the requirements of the Act have been 
complied -with and were complied -with when the nuisance arose. 

It may also he mentioned that -where it appears to any sanitary 
au-thority on the representation of any of their officers, or of any ten 
inhabitants of their district, that any^work to which the Act applies is 
cai'ried on in conti-avention of it, and that a nuisance is occasioned 
thereby to any of the inhabitants of their district, the authority may 
complain to the central authority, who shall make such inquu-y into the 
matters complained of, and after the inquiry, may direct such proceedings 
to be taken, as they may deem just.
